In the apeal brief, the applicant chose that claim 9-16 each also stand alone on their own and only pro vided argument for 
claims 10 and 16. Since the applicant choose claims 9-12. 14 and 16. each stand alone on its own, the applicant needs to 
provide argument for all of claims 9-12.14 and 16. Since the applicant choose claims 8-17 to stand alone on its own, the 
applicant needs to explain how each claims are seperatelv patentable from each other (see 37 CFR 1. 192 (c) (8)). 


Further, claims 1 1-14 have not been rejected and thus are not part of the appeal. 
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
